NLRB Bans 
Big Weapon 


For Unions 


WASHINGTON 
(U PI) - The 
National 
Labor Relations 
Board 
today handed down a landmark 
decision 
that 
bans 
a 
powerful 
weapon often used to freeze out 
no-union subcontractors from con­ 
struction job sites. 
The board's unanimous decision 
outlaws strikes aim ed at forcing 
building contractors to agree to 
"hot cargo” contracts that bar 
them from doing business with 
no-union firms. 
It said that 1959 amendments to 
the Taft-Hartley Act permit "hot 
cargo" agreem ents only if they 
are accepted voluntarily by a con­ 
struction industry employer and 
not achieved by a strike or picket­ 
ing. 
The board, under attack from 
business 
groups 
on 
charges of 
being pro-union, seem ed certain to 
come under fjre from organized 
labor as a result of today’s de­ 
cision. 
Two building trades union in­ 
volved in the case had argued 
that 
a 
special 
proviso allosving 
'hot cargo" clauses in the con­ 
struction industry gave them au­ 
thority to picket for such agree­ 
ments. Such clauses are illegal in 
all other industries, except for the 
garment business. 
Chairman Frank McCulIoch and 
the other four 
NLRB 
members 
ruled, however, that the legisla­ 
tive history of th e Landrum-Grif- 
fin Act showed that Congress did 
not intend to perm it strikes or 
picketing to compel contractors to 
accept the controversial clauses.

Russia Launches 


Cosmos Satelliteln Contest 


MOSCOW (UPI) - The Soviet 


Union today successfully orbited 


the seventh unmanned satellite in 


its Cosmos series designed to pave 
the way for another m anned flight 
into outer space. 
The Soviet news agency Tass, 
announcing the launching, said the 
Sputnik, 
named Cosmos-7 would 
study the radiation belts surround­ 
ing the earth "to estim ate radia­ 
tion 
hazards 
for 
long 
space 
flights." 
The satellite’s instruments also 
will 
beam 
information 
back 
to 
earth on how space particles af­ 
fect radio waves, cosmic rays, the 
earth’s magnetic field, the upper 
layers of the atmosphere and how 
m eteorites affect man m ade space­ 
crafts. Tass said. 
ft also indicated Coemos-7 was 
at least partially a w eather satel­ 
lite. 
It said the Sputnik would 
study shortwave rays from 
the 
sun and the formation of clouds 
in the earth's atmosphere. 
Tass said Cosmos-7 w ent into 
orbit at an inclination from the 
quator of 65 degrees. 
The first of the Cosmos series 
satellites was launched M arch 16 
this year. Cosmos-6 was shot aloft 
June 30. 
The Tass announcement gave no 
weight for the latest Sputnik, just 
as previous announcement» failed 


to report the weights of any of 
the Cosmos satellites.

brief description of the contents 


and the height at which it is fly­ 
ing—has been released about them .
